fell on your Memorialiſt: That on the 
deceaſe of this Gentleman, your Memo- 
rialiſt ſhould, on Rights Ces on the 
Conſtitution of your Service, in the na- 
ture of the Office, and on the poſitive 
and pointed InjunRtions laid by you on i 
the Supreme Council, on their firit ap- 
pointment, have in juſtice, ſucceeded; | 
but here again your Memorialiſt was not 
only, deprived of his Right of Succeſſion, 
but had the mortification to ſee himſelf 
ſuperceded by Mr. Motte, who had not 
even che advantage of being in your em- 

ploy; and whoſe general Character by 
no means entitled him to a preference, 
ſo fingular, and fo injurious to your Me- 
morialiſt.

Injuries he had ſuffered, would have im- 
preſſed on the Mind of the Board ſome 
{mall degree of Commiſeration of your 
Memorialiſt's Feelings under them, and 
have induced them to remove him to 
ſome other Station: Theſe Hopes how- 
ever proved as ill founded as fallacious: 
Nor has it availed your Memorialiſt, that 
the Honorable Court of Directors were 
long ſince pleaſed to direct, that none, 
but their Covenanted Servants ſhould 
be permitted to hold Employments in

tially executed, with reſpett to others,

caſions, were allowed to affect particular 
Perſons: they would from the preſent 
Incapacity of Mr. Cro/tes, more forcibly 
operate againſt him, than any of his 
Seniors, who are injured by his Appoint- 
ment to Chilitagong ; and are able to attend 
to the Duties of the Service: and that 
the Offices to which Meſſrs.
